En  redigeant  un  dictionnaire  fran9ais-anglais  des  termes 
de  medecine,  il  Gst  bien  difficile  de  se  borner  aux  mots  qui 
se  rapportent  uniquement  a la  medecine,  a la  chirurgie,  a 
I’anatomie,  a la  pathologie,  etc.  Meme  Ton  m’a  reproche, 
lors  de  la  publication  de  mon  dictionnaire  anglais-fran^ais, 
d’ avoir  insere  des  mots  de  langage  courant  qui,  a premiere 
vue,  paraissaient  n’ avoir  rien  a faire  dans  un  tel  ouvrage ; 
pourtant  j’ai  cru  bien  faire,  vu  le  grand  nombre  de  fois 
qu’on  les  rencontre  dans  les  livres  de  medecine,  de  conserver 
dans  cette  seconde  partie  beaucoup  de  termes  que  Fori 
pourrait  peut-Mre  inclure  dans  cette  categorie.  La  seconde 
partie  est  moins  longue  que  la  premiere  puisqu’il  est 
inutile  de  mettre  les  genres  aux  mots  anglais  et  parce  que 
je  n’ai  pas  juge  necessaire  de  repeter  les  traitements  en 
medecine  ni  les  operations  de  chirurgie  que  Fon  trouvera 
dans  la  premiere  partie  sous  les  noms  des  medecins  et 
des  chirurgiens  qui  les  ont  d’abord  pratiques. — Quant  a 
Femploi  de  la  lettre  H dans  ‘ hemorrhagie,’  ‘ urethre,’ 
‘ ophthalmie,’  etc.,  je  pense  que  la  vraie  orthographe  doit 
etre  celle  qui  conserve  cette  lettre,  par  rapport  a la  deriva- 
tion de  ces  mots. — A Fegard  des  rares  termes  fran9ais  qui 
n’ont  pas  leur  exact  equivalent  en  anglais,  j’ai  fait  mon 
possible  de  les  indiquer  par  une  courte  phrase  anglaise  qui 
exprime  leur  signification. — En  anglais  on  designe  les 
muscles  (sauf  quelques  exceptions)  et  beaucoup  d’autres 
parties  anatomiques  par  des  mots  latins  seulement. — Les

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PREFACE. 


Having  all  my  life  been  in  close  relationship  with  French 
and  English  literature,  the  need  of  a Medical  Dictionary  in 
the  two  languages  has  often  forced  itself  on  my  attention, 
and  when  Messrs.  Bailliere,  Tindall  and  Cox  suggested  that 
such  a work  was  urgently  required,  it  afforded  me  much 
pleasure  to  undertake  the  task  of  filling  the  void. 

In  the  first  part  (English-French)  I have  endeavoured  as 
far  as  possible  to  give  for  each  English  word  or  term  the 
French  equivalent,  when  it  exists,  but  I have  found  it  neces- 
sary in  some  instances  to  employ  a French  phrase  to  express 
an  English  word.  I have  been  especially  careful  to  append 
the  genders  of  French  substantives  when  used  alone  or 
employed  in  descriptive  sentences,  except,  of  course,  in 
those  cases  where  the  gender  is  clearly  indicated  by  an 
accompanying  adjective,  article,  or  pronoun.  Furthermore, 
I have  thought  it  important  to  indicate  the  feminine  of 
those  adjectives  in  which  it  differs  from  the  masculine. 

The  scope  of  this  work  does  not  allow  of  the  introduction 
of  any  Latin,  Greek,  or  other  derivations,  the  insertion  of 
which,  though  undoubtedly  useful,  would  have  increased 
the  size  of  the  book  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  it  less 
handy  than  was  intended.  With  regard  to  French  ortho- 
graphy, there  seems  to  exist  among  writers  a certain  amount 
of  confusion  as  to  the  employment  of  the  h.  For  example, 
Hemorragie  or  Hemorrhagic ; Ojphtalmie  or  Ophthalmic ; 
UrHral  or  UrHhral,  etc.  I have  given  both  ways  of  spell- 
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ing,  but  I am  inclined  to  think  that  of  late  French 
savants  are  more  disposed  to  include  the  h,  which  is 
certainly  more  in  accordance  with  the  derivation  of  such 
words.  Pathology,  surgery,  anatomy,  and  physiology  are 
naturally  included  in  the  title  of  ‘ Medical  ’ Terms ; I have 
also  added  those  biological,  botanical,  and  zoological  words 
that  are  met  with  in  medical  literature  generally.  More- 
over, for  the  purpose  of  reference,  I have  considered  it 
useful  to  specify  the  different  methods  of  medical  treat- 
ment and  also  the  various  surgical  operations  under  the 
names  of  their  respective  originators.
